Mr.  Kelly  reported  on  the  background  need  at  Holly  Courts  for  this  proposal.  He  said 
that  Competent  Builders  is  being  recommended  to  do  the  job,  having  submitted 
declarations  of  participation  in  the  California  State  Department  of  Apprenticehip 
Standards  Program  and  have  agreed  to  hire  three  residents.  Mr.  Kelly  noted  that 
Competent' s  bid  amount  is  about  one  million  dollars  less  than  the  second  and  third 
highest  bidders.  Two  consulting  archeticts  have  reviewed  the  bid  and  concurred 
that  this  bid  amount  would  be  a  responsive  amount  required  for  completion  of  the 
project.  Because  it  was  the  lowest  bid  amount,  Mr.  Kelly  was  obliged  to  bring  the 
proposal  before  the  Commission. 

Commissioner  Carpeneti  questioned  Mr.  Kelly  about  why  Competent's  bid  was  so  low, 
and  Mr.  Kelly  said  that  he  thought  perhaps  it  was  due  to  Competent's  efficiency  plan  to 
"hop-scotch"  the  completion  of  the  job,  one  similar  to  another  recently  done. 

Commissioner  Lee  voiced  his  concern  about  the  discrepancy  in  bid  amounts,  the 
possibility  of  change  orders  and  the  inadequacy  of  bond  protection. 

Commissioner  Meskunas  inquired  whether  all  three  bidders  were  union  shops,  and  Mr. 
Kelly  said  that  Competent  Builders  is  not  one,  but  since  it  did  declare  participation  in  an 
apprenticeship  training  program,  it  in  fact  meets  legal  requirements  of  the  Authority. 
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Commissioner  Meskunas  then  asked  for  the  names  of  the  consultants  who  affirmed  the 
bid  amount.  Mr.  Kelly  responded  that  Stephen  Kodoma  and  Associates  were  the 
consultants. 

Commissioner  Meskunas  moved  to  recommend  Resolution  (e)  to  the  Commission  and 
Commissioner  Carpeneti  seconded  the  motion.  Commissioner  Lee  was  opposed.

Barbara  Smith,  Director  of  Housing  Development,  reported  that  the  resolution  had  been 
tabled;  the  Committee  had  requested  a  comparison  of  costs  of  the  use  of  staff  versus  use 
of  a  consultant.  Ms.  Smith  said  that  cost  of  a  consultant  would  be  about  568,000 
whereas  in-house  work  could  cost  between  $80,000  to  $110,000,  in  terms  of  monetary 
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considerations.  Other  factors  involved  are  sciieduling  issues  and  potential  liability  for 
work  performed.  Also,  the  flow  and  volume  of  work  does  not  warrant  an  additional  full- 
time  employee.  The  cost  required  to  hire  a  civil  engineer  for  the  work  would  cost 
minimally  $50,000.00,  exclusive  of  pension,  medical  costs  and  office-related  costs  such 
as  support  staff,  telephone,  fax.  This  could  be  an  additional  $25,000.00.  Moreover,  the 
cost  for  video  review  of  the  pipes  by  Damascus  Plumbing  could  be  $23,000.00  to 
$67,000.00.  Use  of  a  consultant  however  would  permit  simultaneous  work  at  different 
sites.  Also,  a  consultant  would  normally  provide  errors  and  omission  insurance  whereas 
the  agency  does  not  have  this  sort  of  coverage  and  would  have  to  pay  out  of  pocket.

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8.  DISCUSSION  -  EVICTION  PROCESS:  Commissioner  Carpeneti  stated  that  a  pet  peeve 
of  his  was  that  the  Housing  Authority  is  directed  to  manage  properties  and  he  felt  that  the 
Commission  lost  sight  of  that  and  failed  on  several  aspects.  Property  managers, 
Commissioners,  and  residents  have  told  him  that  there  are  people  in  the  developments  that 
are  not  on  the  lease,  do  not  pay  rent,  etc.  Secretary  Cisneros  brought  the  subject  of  evictions 
up  as  well  as  people  who  don't  pay  and/or  are  behind  in  their  rent  and  stall  for  months. 
Commissioner  Carpeneti  stated  that  the  eviction  process  will  be  on  the  next  Agenda.  Also, 
that  the  Legal  Department  take  steps  to  bring  actions  faster  than  they  had  been.  He  urged 
that  staff  vigilant  in  evictions  so  that  they  could  collect  rents  and  not  have  Tenants'  Account 
Receivables  (TARS)  in  the  amount  of  $.5  million.  As  far  as  the  crime  was  concerned,  he  said 
residents  would  be  able  to  get  help,  in  cooperation  with  the  District  or  U.S.  Attorney's  office, 
and  the  S.F.P.D.,  to  safeguard  them  against  retaliation  from  perpetrators.  Also,  that  Section 
8  certificates  be  given  under  the  Safe  Home  Program  to  residents  who  come  forward  as 
witnesses. 

Dr.  Thornton  stated  that  the  Inspector  General's  office  is  selecting  cities  to  review  the  issue 
of  evictions  and  criminal  activities  to  assist  HUD  address  the  issues  of  helping  the  authorities 
in  being  able  to  rid  itself  of  the  criminal  element.  Dr.  Thornton  stated  that  she  would  keep 
the  Commission  apprised  as  to  what  HUD  requests. 

Commissioner  Meskunas  asked  if  the  Housing  Authority  had  a  list  of  qualified  law  firms 
already  available  to  process  evictions.  Dr.  Thornton  stated  that  staff  was  researching  all  of 
the  alternatives  so  that  the  Commission  could  properly  address  a  cost-effective  decision. 
Commissioner  Meskunas  suggested  that  Dr.  Thornton  inquire  with  the  Los  Angeles  and 
Oakland  Housing  Authorities  to  see  if  their  performance  increased  dramatically,  since  both 
use  the  City  Attorney's  office. 

Commissioner  Carpeneti  stated  that  there  was  a  possible  conflict  of  interest  if  the  Housing 
Authority  looked  at  contracting  out  the  evictions,  since  the  in-house  Legal  Department  would 
object. 

Commissioner  Meskunas  stated  that  if  funding  determinations  are  being  made  at  HUD,  a 
good  faith  effort  should  be  made,  to  show  Secretary  Cisneros  that  the  Housing  Authority  is 
complying  with  his  instructions  on  evictions.  Dr.  Thornton  stated  that  it  was,  and  that  she 
had  met  with  Commander  Holder,  S.F.P.D.,  on  Project  Safe,  one  of  the  high-priority  issues 
on  Secretary  Cisnero's  list. 

Commissioner  Carpeneti  read  excerpts  from  a  letter  from  Mr.  Gary  Albright,  Inspector 
General's  office,  regarding  keeping  criminals  out  of  public  housing,  tenant  screening  and 
eviction  practices. 
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9.  ADJOURNMENT: 

Commissioner  Meskunas  announced  that  the  next  Site  and  Design  Committee  Meeting 
would  be  held  on  Thursday,  September  14,  1995  at  3:00  p.m.  There  being  no  further 
business  to  come  before  the  Committee,  the  meeting  was  adjourned  at  3:46  p.m.  by 
Chairperson  Carpeneti.
